If the 
organization fails to do this the case will be 
taken up for consideration at a meeting of 
the union set for an hour later on the same 
day, at which many believe the national, 
state, and city democratic party will get a 
larruping by resolution. 


Bryan Told of Claim. 


In the efforte to bring pressure to bear upon 
the Cook county democracy, letters were ad- 
dreseed to William Jennings Bryan, Mr. 
Bryan’s brother, Charles. and the members 
of the democratic national campaign com- 
mittee, including Norman B. Mack, John E. 
Lamb, Urey Woodson, John W. Tomlinson, 
Moses C. Wetmore, M. F. Dunlap. John H. 
Atwood, and J. G. Johnson, setting forth the 
statement that the county democracy had 
used a-sband at Lincoln and Denver and 
failed to pay forit. The letiers, which were 
signed officially by the federation of musi- 
clans, intimated plainly that pressure upon 
the Cook county democracy. was qdesired. 

The federation of musicians waited in vain 
for a reply from William Jennings Bryan. 
Likewise, there was no reply forthcoming 
from “ Brother Chariey " Bryan. The mem- 
bers of the national and county committees 
also ignored the pleas of the union musicians’ 
organization. It became apparent that Mr. 
Bryan and his immediate followers had no 
intention of risking vétes by advising the 
Cook county democracy to pay for the band 
which had played ** La Paloma ” in front of 
the Bryan residence and stirred democratic 
enthusiasm to the fever point at Denver. 


Leaders Plead Lack of Power. 

In relating the trouble a meniber of the 
Federation of Musicians, in authority, said: 
“In an unofficial way we have learned that 
the democratic leaders are taking the position 
that the Cook County Democracy is a pri- 
vate organization and that they were not 
concerned in its doings. The musicians, con- 
sidering that this is a campaign, the dermo- 
cratic leaders should take an intérest in 
seeing that Campaign expenses are paid. 

“A meeting of the board of directorsofthe 
federation was called and the leader of the 
Cook County Democracy was asked to ap- 
pear. A representative of the Cook County 
Democracy came and wanted the meeting 
postponed. Inasmuch as it costs ue $45 to call 
the directors together, the represertative was 
asked whether his organization would stand 
the expense of another meeting. He asked 
for half an hour of grace to find out. We 
waited an hour for him, but he failed to show 
up. So the board decided against the Cook 
County Democracy.” 

Crisis Next Tuesday. | 

The meeting to be held next Tuesday is of 
the local union and predictions have been 
made that unless the bill is paid-the demo- 
cratic party as well as the Cook County 
Democracy will be placed oh the “ unfair ” 
list.

Statements have been given out 
claiming the state banke have profited in a 
marked degree by a transfer of deposits from 
national banks; also that there was a notice- 
able movement in deposits from adjoining 
states, attracted to the guaranteed banks in 
Oklahoma; likewise that there was an im- 
portant movement out of the national bank- 
ing system into the state system. 


National Banks Show Loss. 

At the date of the last statement of na- 
tional banks for which returns are obtain- 
able, July 15, 1908, there were 308 national 
banks in Oklahoma, With aggregate deposits 
of $36.820,989. 

On the same date there were 409 banks op- 
erating under state charters, and their ag- 
gregate deposits were $21,216,526.06, showing 
that the national banks are still far ahead of 
the state institutions in volume of business.

15 the national hanks lost $1,521,863 in de- 
posits, and the state banks gained $3,184,242. 
These changes are aoeguared for by several 
reasons. 


Public Funds Manipulated. 
First, a manipulation of public'funds. The 
extent to which this has been wegen cannot . 


thus decreasing the total of ‘deposite in na- 
tional banks and increasing those of many 
banks by that amount. 

Third, the withdrawal of actual cash een: 
the national banks by state authorities and 
its redeposit in state banks would affect the 
showing of deposits in the two classes of 
institutions by more than the actual amoung 
of money withdrawn. The possession of 
actual cash by a bank enables it to make 
loans, which in turn create deposits. Thus) 
while the deposits of the national banks in 
Oklahoma on July 16 were as given above: 
the cash holdings were $12,344,949, or only 
about one-third the amount; and any reduc- 
tion in cash holdings necessitates a corre-» 
spondingly greater reduction in deposite | 

No Loss in Neighboring States. 

An extended inquiry among bankers in 
the states bordering on Oklahoma, notably 
Kansas and Missouri, shows that while 
these bankers were apprehensive at the time 
the law was passed that they would lose 
business to their Oklahoma rivals, they have 
recovered from their alarm, having experi- 
enced no serious resulta, William E. Otis, 
president of the Winfield National bank, at 
Winfield, Kas., makes the following wtate-° 
ment: 

“Our town is near the northern endee 
of the state of Oklahoma and many of the 
politicians of Kansas were much exercised 
last winter for fear all the deposits of Kan- 
sas would immediately be transferred to the 
banks of Oklahoma. S&o far as I know, our 
bank has not lost @ dollar in deposits to the 
Oklahoma banks, and, on the contrary, we 
have several parties in Oklahoma who are 
depositing with us. 

“I have made considerable inquiry of 
bankers, as I have met them from time to 
time, who are located, ike ourselves, near 
the border of Oklahoma, and I have only 
heard of one deposit that has been taken out 
of the state on account of the guarantees 
law, while I have heard of a number of de- 
posits coming from Oklahoma to this bank 
already referred to. 

“T have aleo taken paine to inquire of 
parties from Oklahoma as to the effect of 
the law upon the deposits of banks oper- 
ating under the provisions of the law and 
national banks in the same towns which have 
not seen fit to take any action im the matter. 
Where conditions are normal and each bank 
has practically the same standing in the 
community I find there has been no change 
im deposits from the unsecured to the secured 
benks. This is admitted by the officers of 
both institutions. 

“There are other localities where condi- 
tions are different. Where the state bank 
nas a better acquaintance, ils more aggressive. 
and offers practically the same security in 
the way of capital and surplus, the stat 
bank has made some gain. In other localities 
where the national banks are the stronger 


and better managed the reverse is the case. 


Educational Campaign Needed. ~ 
“The president of one of the pational 
banks in am Oklahoma town, near the north- 
ern border, told me recently that his bank 
bed gained over §80,000 in deposits since the 
law went into effect, while the only até 
bank in the town had gained about $10,009 
in deposits. 

“ My opinion ts that the majority of the 
voters do not understand the question and 
that if the republican party would inaugu- 
rate a campaign of education similar to that 
of 1896 the people would cease to clamor for 
such a law. .I was located in this place and 
was an officer of this bank in 18838 when Mr.

John HB. Swanger, secretary of state for 
Missouri, says: “If any deposits have gone 
to Oklahoma on account of their guaranty 
lew, which went into effect about Feb. 1, 
I have heard no complaints from our south-. 
west Missouri banks.” 

According to figures furnished by Mr. 
Swanger the deposits in the banks of Jasper, 
McDonald, and Newton counties, Missouri, 
Feb, 14, 1908, the day before the Oklahoma 
guaranty law went into effect, were $3,495, - 
785, and May 14, 1908, they stood at the in- | 
creased figure of $3,608,508. 

Of course this whole discussion as to 
whether the state banks have gained in de- 
posits and the national banks lost up to 
this date is wholly superficial and without 
importance as indicating the rea] merits of 
the law. The true tests will be found when 
its influence upon the banking business is 
fully developed. 

It unquestionably eliminates the value of 
experience and of established character as 
factors in attracting deposits. Heretofore, 
dn order to establish a successful banking 
business,” it has been necessary to identify 
some of the leading and highly regarded men 
of the community with the institution as 
effiicers and directors. 


‘Doors Opened to Wildcats. 

very bank advertises freely its list of di- 
rectors because the names carry weight and 
attract business. In Oklahoma these consid- 
erations no longer have any weight; any 
three men who can fiirnish the minimum 
capital required, which is $10,000, can start e 
bank and stand just as fair a chance of get- 
ting deposits as the oldest and best known 
banking institution in the state, officered by 
men of well known character and responsi- 
bility. 

In tact, the conservative banker ie hope- 
léssiy handicapped in competition for de- 
posits, because with his views of the manner 
im which deposits should be invested he can- 
not bring himself to offer inducements equal 
to those of his more venturesome competi- 
tors. It would seem that in the long run he 
must lese his deposits to his more aggressive 
rivals and yet remain responsible for them 
‘in their hands. 

The triends of the law base all their calcu- 
latione upon the assumption thatthe banking 
business will be carried on in the future prac- 
tically as in the past—by the same bankers 
with the same conservatism and with no 
greater losses. The opponents of the law 
predict a rapid multiplication of banks, with 
competition intensified and a lowering of the 
standards of banking practice, a general de- 
moralization of the business, and heavier 
Josses—end the symptoms already developed 
point to a verification of these predictions. 


Backed by Minimum Capital. 

More than fifty new banks have been or- 
ganized under the state law since Jan. 1 in 
addition to those which have changed over 

‘from the national syatem. Most of these new 
banks have only the minimum capital re- 
quired by law, and in nearly all cases the 
banks changing from the national system 
have reduced their capital in taking out state 

charters, evidently upon the theory that the 

public is no longer interested in a bank’s 
capital, but relies upon the guaranty fund. 
I have found only one bank which has 
changed from the national to the staté sys- 
tem which has not reduced its capital. 

Any business man or banker knows that 
the capital and surplus of a bank is the real 
guaranty fund behind deposits and to which 

itors must look for their security. This 
tendency to reduce capital and rely on the 
guaranty fund to satisfy depositors is what 
might be expected and is clear proof—beyond 
all contravention—that the operation of the 
law is to relax and reduce the real and sub- 
Btanttal safeguards to the Business. 


Law Compels Issuance of Charters. 


This tendency to multiply the banks has 
wone so farnat the state bank commissioner 
has underfaken in some instances to hold it in 
“whetk by refusing charters. The organizers 
| of a new institution at Prague, Okla., having 

been refused a charter, brought mandamus 
proceedings against the commissioner, to 
which he responded in court by stating that 
Prague was a town of less than 1,000 in- 
habitants and already had three banking in- 
stitutions, which amply supplied its neces- 
sities; that the organizers of the new bank 
‘were people without previous banking ex- 
perience, and that he had exercised a proper 
discretion in refusing the charter. 

The district court, however, sustained the 
plaintiffs, holding that thé commissioner had 
exceeded his authority, thus breaking down 
the only barrier possible to the unrestricted 

multiplication of banks. 


Bankrupt Starts Three Banks. 


Startling instances are being related where 
men who are without either the moral or 
business qualifications commonly and rightly 
considered to be necessary for the manage- 
ment of banking institutions are securing 
bank charters, and on the strength of the 
guaranty act are, making successful head- 
’ way in acquiring deposits. J. W. McNeal, 
president of the National Bank of Com- 
merce at Guthrie. has openly and publicly 
made the following statement concerning 
certain cases of this charactér: 

_ “We have one instance of where a man 
failed in Kansas under his own name, then 
started up in business under his wife’s name 
and failed, beating his creditors out of $70,- 
000, not paying them a cent. Under the old 
territorial law he attempted, under the guise 
of relativés, to start a bank, but in two 
years his business was so trifling that it 
‘forced him out of the business. 
, “ He now has already started three banks 
fm Oklahoma and boasts he will start twelve 
more. Within sixty days of starting one of 
bis banks, his statement shows, he had a 
deposit account of over $109,000. His cash- 
fer is under indictment for embezzlement. 
I hope and trust that he will be able to ex- 
plain the matter. 

“I only mention these facts to show that 
tt is immaterial what character of men are 
eat the head of banks—they get the business 
by claiming that the state is guaranteeing 
them, and it makes no difference whatever 
@s to the character or personality of the offi- 
cers. 

' Claim State as Partner. 


“Two men recently started a bank of 
$25,000 capital in Oklahoma City, a town of 
40,000 or 50,000 inhabitants. When asked how 
they expected to succeed with a bank of $25,- 
000 capital in a city of that size, one of them 
replied: * What do we care about capi- 

tal? The state is in partnership with us.’ 

“The Farmers’ bank of Glenco, Okla., has 
the following astounding claim printed on 
the lower left hand corner of its checks: 
* Don’t forget that all depositors in this bank 
are gu against loss by the state of 
Oklahoma." This claim is by no means an 
exception; it is systematically worked by the 

‘banks operating under the guaranty law to 
obtain deposits. 

“'The president of the First National bank 
of Perry wes a merchant and failed in busi- 
ness and .was compelled to go through bank- 
ruptcy. Naturally he had to resign his con- 
nection with the First National bank. He 


has now taken out a charter and is president’ 


of a state bank in Oklahoma. Another man 
—when prohibition closed up his saloon— 
etartea up a bank and has $30,000 to $40,000 
on deposit.

There is 
more money in it for the rascally banker to 
fail under this law than to continue in busi- 
ness.”’ 

These are certainly strong and startling 
statements, but as Mr. McNeal has not hesi- 
tated to make them before a gathering of 
several hundred people the presumption is he 
has the facts with which to back them up. 

One of. Mr. Bryan’s favorite arguments for 
the guafanty law is that inasmuch asthe na- 
tional, state, and municipal governments are 
in the habit of requiring depository bafiks tg 
furnish security for those public deposits the 
private depositor is wérranted in also de- 
mManding security. '

, Extra Security on State Deposits. 

It is interesting, in view of his argument, to 
find that the state of Oklahoma—and like- 
wise the county and municipal authorities 
through the state—are still requiring de- 
pository banks in the state to furnish special 
security for all deposits. In other words, 
they are not yet willing to trust the guar- 
anty law in subsitution for special security, 

Another curious and ludicrous feature of

LETTERS WRITTEN IN 1889 
CONFRONT CANDIDATE BRYAN. 


Republican Committee Digs Up Corre- 
spondence Touching Nebraska State 
Campaign of Nineteen Years Ago.

Two letters of William Jennings Bryan have 
been published in neat pamphiet form by 
the republican national committee and are. 
being sent in wholesale quantities to districts 
in which the republicans believe they will be 
read with interest. 

Both are old and probably long forgotten 
by the er himself, but the republicans 
believe that at least one of them is of in- 
terest so long as Mr. Bryan continues to be 
a candidate for office. It states his opinion 
regarding prohibition and reveals him as an 
opportunist—if not a compromiser. 

Both were written in 1889. The facsimile 
of one is given and a copy of the other is 
published. In one Mr. Bryan says “it is 
the money, not the honor,"’ which he wanted 
in a certain office. In the other he declares 
himself against prohibition as follows: 

* Lincoin, Neb., Oct..11, 1889.—Dear Sir and 
Friend: Your favor just received. I expect 
to attend the convention at Omaha and am 
glad that you are going. I will try and leave 
at once, so that we can get together and talk 
over the platform before the convention. I 
have no doubt we will agree on tariff opin- 
ions, but I have been in much trouble over 
the temperance plank. I, like you and the 
great bulk of the party, am opposed to pro- 
hibition, but thought that as the ublicans 
took no stand on prohibition we had better 
content ourselves with a deciaration against 
sumptuary legislation, such as we usually 
have. 

“We have a number of men who will vote 
for the amendment, among them Sawyer, 
Snell, Lewis, Miller, Whitmore, etc. They 
do not ask us to declare in favor of prohibi- 
tiom, but simply to do as the republicans have 
done—leave itsto each individual to vote as 
he lik By declaring against prohibition 
we wfl lose a good many votes, while we 
We tried 
that last fall in our county, declared in so 
many words against prohibition, and the 
saloons went solid against us. 

“TI wish I could see you before the con- 
vention. Can’t you come up here Tuesday 
morning’ and go from here to Omaha, and 
we can discuss all of the planks? Will draw 
up the plank you suggest. Yourstruly, 

‘ “W.J. BRYAN.” 

The letter which is reproduced in fac- 
simile was written to J. Sterling Morton of 
Nebraska City, Neb., and has reference to a 
emall office which Mr. Bryan wished to se- 
cure, a position as secretary to one of the 
state boards which paid an annual salary of 
$2,000 a year.

A partially su ul attempt has been 
mate to alienate the labor vote on the ground 
of Mr. Taft’s record on the bench. That 
is really the only dangerous feature of the 
whele campaign. It is theonething in which 
‘miscellaneous audiences are interested and 
which the laboring men themselves discuss 
in political conversations on the street cor- 
ners. 


Taft Explains Decision. 
Mr. Taft has sufficiently explained that 


it has been shown that"his labor decisions 
in the Ann Arbor railroad case particularly 
‘have become the foundation of the rights of 
organized labor in the country. Neverthe- 
less, this one position of his while he was 
in the judicial branch of the government has 
been used as practically the only argument 
why he could not be trusted in an executive 
capacity. 

If there are any states doubtful today they 
aré. so because of this personal record of 
the republican candidate and not because of 
any real is#ues between the two parties. 

On the other hand, the one thing which Mr. 
Bryan has had te cope with has been his 
personal record since he became noted in 
national politics twelve years ago, It has 
been shown repeatedly on the stump that 
even during the Parker campaign four years 
ago Mr. Bryan solemnly declared he had re- 
canted none of his financial theories, and that 
free silver was merely held in abeyance until 
it should again become a living issue. 

Under these circumstances people have 
become impressed with the idea that if Mr. 
Bryan should become president and there 
should be a repetition of the dark days of 
1893, he would turn to free silver once more 
and do what he could to destroy the single 
gold standard. One finds this sentiment every- 
where, coupled with the belief that the dem- 
ocratic candidate, although gifted with ex- 
traordinary oratorical talent, is wholly de- 
ficient in that kind of mental furniture which 
enablés a man to grasp great governmental 
policies and solye them on the broad basis of 
real. statesmanship. 


Taft’s Record Sufficient. 

Mr. Taft is elected today on his record as 
an executive in the Philippines,-in Panama, 
in Cuba, and in Washington. Mr. Bryan is 
defeated today because of his record as a 
purveyor of fantastic economic ideas, none 
of Which stands the test of analysis or of 
actual practice. 

With the exception of the financial flurry 
last year the country has been magnificently 
prosperous during the term of th repub- 
lican*administrations. The peopleare afraid 
of a change in the government, not so much 
because a change from republican tddemo- 
crat In the White house would be dakger- 
ous as because they feel that the election of a 
man.of Bryan’s clags, with his manifgst in- 
‘capacity for praetical government, would 
surely bring about a financial crisis. 

In the last. analysis, therefore, Bryan has 
defeated himself. In 1896 he might fairly 
claim he was beaten because the people did 
not understand the beauty of free silver, but 
this year, with no real issues between the 
two parties, and with nothing at stake but 
the personality of the candidates as regards 
their training for the office of president, Mr. 
Bryan will have no possible excuse to come 
before, another democratic convention as a 
candidate for the presidentia] nomination.

“You ask the governor to appoint trade 
unionists on the various commissions and 
‘then. you want to debar from your councils 
the unién men who receive such appoint- 
ments,”’ said Cohen. “ Through the work of 
labor men holding office at present we have 
succeeded in obtaining for Dlinois the best 
child laber law in. the country. The repub- 
lican governor of Illinois has appointed three 
of your members on a commission to draft a 
bill for the protection of workmen from ac- 
cidents and I say such action as this is un- 
fair. In England the trade unionists elect 
men to parliament, but they do not debar 
the members of parliament from seats in the 
union conventions.” 

‘It te true labor memare elected to parlia- 
ment. in England, but the difference over 
there is that the labor members of parlia- 
ment are paid by the unfons and thelabor 
party,”’ said John H, Walker, president of the 
United+Mine Workers. 

During the debate on the question, which 
was as heated as any during the convention, 
President Wright said he will resign from 
the indugtrial commission if his membership 
there weuld come into conflict with the new 
constitutional provision. It is understood, 
however, that the new rule will not apply to 
members holding honorary appointments 
without salary. 

The new departure was taken as a result

State Health Board Officials 
Praise Governor’s Work. 


PHYSICIANS BEHIND HIM. 


Story of “Organized Medical Opposi- 
tion’’ Draws Quick Retort. 


Dr. George W. Webster and Dr. James A. 
Egan, président and secretary, respectively, 
of the Illinois state board of health, issued 
a:statement yesterday denying categorically 
charges made by the state democratic com- 
mittee and by a prominent physician in an 
interview in regard to the attitude of Gov. 
Deneén toward the medical profession and the 
ettitude of the.medical . profession. toward 
Goy. Deneen. The statement is as follows: 
.“In a Chicago morning paper of today we 
note the following statement, said to have 
been issued yesterday by the ‘ state demo- 
cratic committee’: 

Physiciane of INinoie are aroused to organized 
opposition against Gov, Deneen to such an extent 
that scarcely a single medical practitioner will 
vote for him at the coming election. Demands 
of the medical men to premerve the standard of 
their profession have been ignored by the gov- 
ernon, and now he is facing a fight led by every 
big medical college in the state and all the uni- 
versities where medicine is part of the curriculum, 


His Statement Draws Retort. 

“In commenting upon this statement a 
prominent physician of Illinois is reported 
as epeaking as follows: 

There is nofhing more important to the people 
than to maintain the highest standard of pro- 
ficiency ih the medicai profession. Hea: .and lives 
depend on this. Yet, despite this, Gov. Deneen 
hee time and again refused our efforts to place the 
medical profession’ on the same basis it stands in 
guch stetes as New York, Penneyivania, lowa. 
Michigan. and others. 

It is absolutely necessary that the study of 
medicine should be placed under the contro! of the 
state university. This, has been found the only 
method by which to reach and maintain a high

‘WIDOW COMING HERE FOR IT 


Discovery Startles Young Men in Chica- | 
go University Laboratory, __ 


Considerable excitement was caused in the 
medical laboratories of the University of Chi- 
cago yesterday by the sudden discovery that 
one of the cadavers upon which four students 
had been dissecting since Oct. 1 was claimed 
by a woman in California as the body of her 
long lost husband. The woman is said to be 
on her way to take possession of the corpse. 

Five months ago the man died a pauper at 
the county hospital, leaving neither clew to 
his own identity nor to his relatives. After 
the body had been held for twenty days—s 
customary time—it passed into the possession 
of the University of Chicago, as do many 
others from the county hospital, unclaimed 
by kin. 

After keeping the body in storage thirty 
days, as the law requires, it was placed upon 
the dissecting table and four medical stu- 
dents were assigned to the cadaver, which 
was tagged “ No. 11,” and known in clase- 
room talk by the professors of the anatomy 
department and their students simply by its 
number. 


Insurance Claim Is Involved. 

One student worked on the left arm, an- 
other on the right arm, a thifd on one leg, 
an¢ a fourth op the abfomen. The body had 
been dissected on the anterfor side and had 
just been turned over, face downward, when 
the discovery was made that the body had 
been claimed. 

The woman herself, whose name the med- 
ical authorities said they did not know, ap- 
peared at the dissecting room of the anatomy 
building and identified her husband, accord- 
ing to stortes told by some of the students. 
The professors, however, deny this, and aay

“I know nothing of the history of the inci- 
dent except that the woman lives in Califor- 
nia and that she held some insurance on the 
man. It is not an uncommon thing for us to 
heve am experience like this. Probably 2 per 
cent of all our specimens are claimed by rela-

Best Chance, Biggest Fraud. 

“ By demanding large contributions from 
corporations party managers have commonly 
Dblackmaiied them, and large corporations 
have often practically bribed legislators and 
executives by giving exorbitant sums as 
campaign contributions. Ineach case favor- 
able legislation or special protection was the 
understood consideration. In these sins the 
republicans have been tenfold the greater 
offenders because-of their greater oppor- 
tunities, 

“Compel preéiection publication of cam- 
paign accounts and these practices will soon 
die out. Deprive politicians of such corrupt 
and corrupting funds and they will begin 
to preach tariff and the great interstate 
corporations and trusts solely as problems in 
national economy and public welfare.

Two tired and footsore but cheerful army 
officers in the persons pf Maj. B. B. Ray and 
Maj. Timothy D. Keleher, yesterday com- 
pleted the second installment of their three 
day endurance walking test ordered by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. 

Outside of minor incidents on the road and 
a slight sprinkle of rain—not enough to make 
the roads muddy—the “ unfortunate majors,” 
as they style themselves, had a clear day of 
travel. The stakes of the miniature army 
camp at Diamond lake were pulled up as 
early as 6 a. m., when the majors were up 
and ready for breakfast. If there is one 
thing that the march is doing, it is to im- 
prove their appetites. The mess wagén sup- 
plies proved inadequate on the first day of 
the tramp, so thag the majors have resorted 
to the small hotels along the route. 

The majors started at 7 a. m. to circle 
about Diamond lake and return to the same 
place to camp again. It was eprinkling as 
they started, giving prospect of mud.

Ray, as the party launched forth toward 
Ivanhoe.

In tracing this note 
it was shown by banking records that after 
passing through the Knickerbocker ‘Trust 
company it bobbed up in the Bank of Cem- 
merce as a credit to “* E. B. Wire.’ 

At this point Gove rnment Bank Examiner 
Edward Moxey was called to the stand and he 
endeavored to show how the $200,000 obtained 
on the note had gone to finance the Morse 
steamship undertakings. Mr. Moxey traced 
payment of interest on the $200,000 to show 
that the interest of 6 per cent had been 
charged againet the account of the National 
Bank of North America. .No debit against 
Mr. Wire's personal account could be found. 

Mr. Wire, recailed, said Mr. Morse and 
Charles T. Barney, the late president of the 
Knickerbocker Trust company, had asked 
him to sign the note, saying the proceeds 
would be used to finance a deal in steamship 
stock. Mr. Wire said that after making the 
note he turned a check for the amountover to 


Miss Wilson. 


Given Stock in New Concern. 

He said that later he received stock of the 
New York and Cuban Steamship company 
(a Morse concern) from Mr. Morse to the 

amount of $200,000 and later when the'Con- 
solidated Steamship company was organized 
he was given bonds of that company for the 
New York and Cuban company. 

The account o fthe Knickerbocker Trust 
company, he said, remained there unti) Oct. 
21, when Mr. Barney called upon him for col- 
lateral for the loan and he turned over the 
steamship bonds, After this Mr. Wire with- 
drew the deposit, but he did not say what 
became of the money, 

Many letters passing between the controller 
and President Curtis were read by the gov- 
ernment’s attorney relating to the condition 
of the bank under the Morse control. In one 
letter to the controller Mr. Curtis explained, 
referring to certain American Ice company 
loans, that the bank held $100,000 of that 
company’s bonds, which were eearried at 
$95,000, and that as these were first obliga- 
tions of the company they were “ believed 
to be worth par.” Loans of ‘$250,000 to the 
company, Mr. Ourtts said, “ would be grad- 

ually reduced,”’ 

On Oct. 6, 1905, Mr. Curtis, addressing the 
eontroMer again, in answer to certain criti- 
cisms. of loans to Barney, Morse, and others, 
told the controller that the Morse loans were

Orders Reduction in Loans.

terested, particular attention being galied 
to the large indirect liabilities of Vice Presi- 
dent Charles W. Morse, loans secured largely 
by the stocks of the corporations in which 
Morse is interested. ~ 

“The directors are reminded that they 
should not use the funds of the bank in- 
trusted to their keeping to any undue or un- 
lawful extent, or either directly or indirectly 
to further their own outside enterprises. 
‘hese Mabilities should be substantially re- 
duced and kept within more prudent limits.” 

‘This letter contained a mention of specific 
boans of which detailed criticism was made.

Russia Said to Plan Downfall of Iswol- 
sky and French See Trouble in Sus- 
pension of Negotiations.

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 23.—Failure of 
cabinet ministers of the powers to secure a 
settlement of the Balkan troubles is about 
to lead to the downfall ha a number of diplo- 
matic leaders. 

The impending vilistinasst of Iswolsky, 
Russian foreign minister, is taking a definite 
form tonight and newspapers openly refer to 
him as a political defunct. Prince Ourous- 
soff, the aged ambassador of the czar at 
Vienna, already has been sacrificed. 


Conference Beset with Dangers.

Enlightenment Will Reach Zenith with 
Abolition of the Color Line, 
He Says. 


Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 23.—Prof. Charles 
Zueblin, formerly of Chicago university, in 
a lecture at Central high school on “ Fra- 
ternity,”’ denounced the treatment accorded 
the negroes by the “ so-called Anglo-Saxon 
race, whatever that is.”” It was the pro- 
fessor’s belief that this life is a game of 
give and take; that each person should give 
what he can to his fellows and take all he 
can m them in return. 

“the wise man knows no boundary line 
of convention or prejudice,” he said. “It 
is like standing on the top of a great, high 
mountain. All around him one can see the 
hundreds of people, pygmies, but he can tell 
mo difference in their color, their size, their 
beliefs, or their social standing. He takes 
what he can from them as 4 whole and as 
Individuals, and so agaim broadens his own 
life.”’ 

The professor declared that enMghtenment 
of the world would not reach its highest 
stages until the whites, blacks, red men, 
yellow men, and brown mem had all swept 
away the bonds of racial prejudice and be- 
come recognized on the same social plane 
with each other. One of those things neces- 
sary to this great advancement is the inter- 
marriage of the races, he said.

WANTS A GUARANTEE FIRST. 


Certainty of Station at Willow Avenue 
Would Help. 


The Austin Public Policy club last night 
flatly refused to sign a petition of the Chi- 
cago and Oak Park Elevated railroad com- 
pany to the city council for am extension of 
franchise because the road would not make a 
positive promise to establish a station at 
Willow avenue. 

This action is expected to have consider- 
able hearing on the aldermen when the prop- 
osition comes before them next Wednesday 
night, and members of the club anticipate the 
defeat of the ordinance. The club, recently 
organized, has a membership of over 300. 

J. R. Hunter, a special representative of 
President Clarence A. Knight, was there to 
lobby in the interest of the ordinance, mak- 
ing the plea that the company’s franchise 
from Market street to Fifty-eecond avenue 
would have to be extended from 1930 to 1944 
to enable the company to float bonds and 
raise the necessary funds to elevate the 
tracks between Fifty-second and Austin av- 
enues. 

For a long time it looked as if favorable 
action would be taken, but the sentiment was 
changed with the speech of W. F. Mofan, 
who recited several alleged empty promises 
of President Knight, and, after a warm dis- 
cuSsion, it was decided that. Mr. Knight 
would first have to give hig positive assur- 
anee of a station at Willow avenue before 
he could expect the influence of the club with 
the road. 


Promises Received with Caution. 

Mr. Hunter promised that Mr. Knight 
Would meet the club half way, dropped the 
hint that the aldermen wanted the sentiment 
of the people of Austin before they would act, 
and said-that there wasn’t room between 
the telegraph poles and the company’s right 
of way for the establishment of the station 
He also pleaded for immediate action, as to 
defer the matter until the next meeting 
would make it too late for the council meet- 
ing. but still the club refused and issued its 
ultimatum of “ give us the station or we op- 
pose the extension of the franchise.” 

Next Mr. Moran, E. W. Woods, Charles 
Large, G. W. Herbert, and John R. Gott 
were appointed a committee to keep after 
the elevated and surface companies for 
needed improvements. 

Previous to taking up the franchise matter 
George C. Sikes, former secretary of the 
council committee on local transportation, 
mace am address on “ Chicago's Transpor- 
tation Problem,”’ advocating, among other 
things, the unification of ail roads, and the 
operation of elevated stations a mile apart 
only, and using the surface roads as feeders. 


Unified Ownership the Solution. 


“ The obstacle to applying the remed'y does 

not lie in engineering or operating difficul- 
ties,’ said Mr. Sikes," but solely in the fact 
of the divergity of private ownership. The 
crying need’is for unification. The merger 
should be carried to the point of uniting into 
one system all the elevated and surface lines. 
The principle of cotrdination could then be 
introduced, the elevated Hines being used for 
long haul traffic and the surface lines made 
to serve as feeders. If the elevated traffic 
were bunched at a few stations it would be 
feasible to have moving stairways at these 
stations. Unification would mean large econ- 
omies to the combined company and would 
prove of benefit in many ways from an oper- 
ating point of view. From the public point 
of view unification is essential tosatisfactory 
service. 
“The most effective compelling foree is 
the threat of municipal ownership. If the 
companies will not unify of their own accord 
the city should direct the process for them. 
It will take some time to carry out such a 
policy. The city should proceed to secure the 
necessary legislation to enable it to acquire 
by condemnation or otherwise the elevated 
lines, not for thé purpese of municipal cper- 
ation but with a view to promoting the unifi- 
cation that is so vital to proper service im- 
provement,’’ 


LAUNCH NEW TROLLEY PROJECT 


Oak Park and Austin Men Propose to 
‘Build Line in Division Street to 
Harlem Avenue. 


Oak Park and Austin are to be made about 
half as large again as they are at present 
if a corporation which was granted. a license 
by the secretary of state yesterday succeeds 
in doing what it was organized to do. 

The company is the Chicago and Proviso 
railway company, and is fathered by owners 
of real estate in the district between North 
and Chicago avenues in Oak Park anc Aus- 
tin. The incorporators are F. D. Kilmer, 
J. H. Swanson, By L. Fearing, William 
A. Rawson, and N. C. Fisher. The capital 


-gtock is $5.000. 


‘Our plan is to build a line on Division 
street, from Seventy-second or Harlem ave- 
nue, at the west boundary: of Oak Park, 
through Oak Park and Austin, and connect 
it with efther the Lake street or Metropolitan 
elevated.

Among his customers were bankers, phys!- 
cians, and the most succeseful lawyers atthe 
bar. S86 methodical was the *‘ cough drop 
man” in his calls atthe different. buildings 
that his customers could set their clocks by 
his coming. 

Although he died penniless, Connors will 
have a “swell funeral,’’ to quote Ald. Michael 
Kenna. He was a member of the First Ward 
Democratic club, and the auxillary, which 
was incorporated at Springfield only a week 
ego, will take charge of the funeral arrange- 
ments.

| Edward Klute Found Guilty of

The first signal victory in the crusade = 
the federal authorities against the white 
slave traffic was won yesterday through the 
conviction of Joseph Ochsner, 8918 Commer- 
clal avenue, and Joseph Keller, 9216 Harbor 
avenue, South Chicago. They were the first 
to come to trial of nearly thirty pending 
cases, the principals in which were arrested 
in the series of raids by federal secret serv- 
lee operatives and agsistants of the district 
attorney's office last spring and summer.

Ochs 
ner was charged with bringing an alien 
Woman into the country for immoral pur- 
poses. 

Following the return of the verdict, the 
case of Keller was taken up and about four 
hours were consumed in arguments. Keller 
was indicted on the charge of harboring an 
alien woman, Lizzie Movro, in a disorderly 
resort of which he was proprietor.

statement reflecting on her own, conduct. 
One communication reads: 

“July 3, 1908.—My Dear Captain: I 
want you to know that this affair meanea 
great deal to our little family. You, too, 
were the best friend we had for some 
time. It is hard to think the good time 
we had is at an end. I still hope for a 
reconciliation. ANDRUS.” 


Helped Mrs. Hains Leave Fort. 


The second missive is: 

* July 9, 1908—My Dear Captain: I have 
been trying to see you to talk matters 
over with you. I wouldn't have you think 
me a fourflusher for the world, for such 
ig not the case. I am entirely natural in 
the matter, although the affair really 
means more to Mrs. Andrus and myself 
than any one else at the post. You were 
our best friends there naturally and we 
wanted and stiN want to do what is right 
by you both. 

“In the first place, it le a difficult posi- 
tion to be placed In. The woman wae 
down, and a few bricks woul have sent 
her to the gutter. , I helped Mre. Hains 
and her mother té leave Fort Hamilton 
an@ sent her trunk up town and per- 
sonally conducted them both to the train 
and started them off. 


Advised Woman to Reform. 

“T think the advice I have given Mrs. 
Hains is good, and my only hope is that 
she will follow it. I have never sympa- 
thised with her in her wrongful acts, for 
it is beyond me to comprehend why a 
woman with three children would do such 
a thing. Remembering the passage im the 
bible which says:.* Let him that hath no 
sin cast the first stone,’ I tridd to cheer the 
poor woman and advised her to turn over 
a new leaf and make amends for the past 
by living a Christian life henceforth. I 
believe the whole affair has been a lesson 
to her, and that her good resolutions may 
never be violated. 

‘‘Tf I made any mistakes they were un- 
intentional. I am tender hearted and 
truly. sorry. I feel sorry for your con- 
Gition. The only teason I put forth a help- 
ing hand was because Mrs. Hains was in 
such a pitiable condition and was such a 
poor, weak woman, 

Tried to Warn Captain. 

“ You will remember that I tried to tell 
you at Hamilton that I talked to Mrs. 
Hains on several occasions concerning 
the way she was carrying on, never 
dreaming she was doing. anything 
wrong, but merely acting in an indis- 
creet manner. Alw&aye your friend, 

“ANDRUS.” 

Arguing from these letters, Mr. Shay will 
asgert for the defense that Mrs. Hains must 
have admitted to Iéeut. Andrus the truth 
of the confession she says she was compelled 
to sign at the point of a pistol, or else the 
Hieutenant “vould not have written such 
letters.

T is a fine thing for a reviewer to be able 
to look the world in the face and say that 
she has read every book she has reviewed. 
But what, pray, is she to do when Mr. 
Gilbert K. Chesterton’s “ORTHODOXY” 

comes—I had almost said “‘ comes to bat? 
* (John Lane company, publishers.) Mr. Ches- 
terton was once luminous, but he has become 
’ offensively incandescent. He hes reached 
- guch a degree of luminosity that no one can 
regard him without smoked giasses. Mr. 
Chesterton says he has become orthodox— 
and proves ft in most heterodox fashion. 
. He says he hates a paradox, and makes a 
’ paradox to proveit. He insists that he isin 
earnest, and does so in 300 pages of mad and 
furious jocularity. Really, the exuberance 
of Mr. Chesterton has become formidable. 
* He has too many ideas, and he gets too many 
. glide lights on each one. The reader feels as 
$f he were in one of those glittering and be- 
“wildering shops where cut glass ts sold, and 
where the walls and shelves are of mirrors, 
and where little electric bulbs sprout outlike 
vioiets in May. _

Mr. Chesterton is quite often 
right, but he irritates almost as much asif 
he were wrong.

He says nothing about essayists—or re- 
viewers. He does not say why one gets the 
Chesterton habit, or suggest that the cure 
for that fs “ the hair o’ the dog that bit him.”

John Lane also publishes “ ALL. THINGS 
CONSIDERED,” by Mr. Chesterton, the 
same being a number of semi-detached essays 
on pleasant subjects. Perhaps the best of 
these is “A Dead Poet,”’ a prose threnody 
for Francis Thompson. There really are a 
number of excellent little essays in the book, 
such, for example, as “‘On Running After 
One’s Hat,” which has a touch of Laznb; 
and “ On the Cryptic and the Elliptic,” which 
haé more than a touch of Shaw. A brief 
essay by Chestertop has the advantage over 
a sustained theme, because discursiveness is 
rendered much more difficult.

It is a lone way from the uncontrolled vi- 
vacities of Mr. Chesterton to the gravid es- 
says of Mr. Frederic Harrison, the positivist. 
In “ REALITIES AND IDEALS (Macmillan 
company), Mr. Harrison has set forth with 
considerable austerity his convictions and 
hopes. He shows himself a critic of ife and 
of his own times, and arraigns not only many 
of our customs and manners, but our aspira- 
tions as well. Upon such matters as 
“Church Disestablishment,™” ‘* Marriage 
Law Contracts,” and matters relating to 
education, he writes with the gentle dog- 
matism of a man who believes he holds an 
open mind, yet who accumulates immovable 
convictions. Mr. Harrison does not pretend 
to be amusing. “ My business is to teach, 
to moralize, and reform, or to attempt to do 
s0; and I am so intent on the matter in hand 
that I just blurt it straight out and do not 
pretend to be what im the provinces they 
call a ‘ stylist.’ *’ 

It is in this essay—* Literature of Today ”’ 
—that he gives a ciew to his attitude toward 
medern life. In angwer to his own question 
“Why is good literature disappearing?” he 
says: 

The causes are complex, subtle, deep, and wide. 


They are—the increase of material appliances for . 


vulgarizing Hfe, and making ft a scramble for 
good things. Next comes the vast mutiplicity 
of numbers tending to uniformity, crushing indi- 
viduality, flattening us out Inte a crowd of equal 
units, Lastly, comes the sudden spread of a low 
and mechanical instruction. Life nhs become in- 
finitely faster, easier, machine run; less spon- 
taneous, less jovial, far uglier. The huge 
agglomeration of similar beings in our abnormal 
cities welghs upon the sense of personal inde- 
pendence. The mase of felloy citizena, at once 
our equals and our rivals, is too overwhelming to 
struggie against. We all have to conform to 
the fashion of the day. We dare not cut our 
coats or our collars to please ourselves; we are 
swept away by the irresistible torrent of ‘! what 
everybody does now.’ The wonderful spread-of 
what is abeurdiy called education, but which is 
really nothing but the mechanical instrument of 
real culture, instruction im “* the three R’s,’’ has 
evoked an endless supply of vapid, dull stuff. 
Fifty times the print is poured out that was done 
two or three generations ago. The bulk of fit is 
of the same washy type. That type by Its mere 
volume, sets the *‘ fashion,"’ To ignore the type 
is to be *‘ old fashioned *’; to defy it is to be a 
crank. And so the literary currency is debased. 
I’m not sure that this is good writing—if it 
comes to a mere matter of writing—which Mr. 
Harrison is giving us, and while he endeavors 
to turn aside criticism by an admission of 
his impulse to “ blurt it right out,” it may be 
questioned if a man really has a right to 
speak of a literary vice in such an accent as 


to suborn us into thinking it a virtue. Mr. 


Harrison seems to forget that a large part of 
the printing done is for purposes of publicity 
or of light amusement, and that it does not 
pretend to be literature any more than a pair 
of jeans assumes to be a court robe. 

His statistics are so loose that he may be 

able to forgive am equal looseness on the 
part of others, and so not resent the retort 
that if fifty’times the amount of printing is 
done as was done two or three generations 
ago there are fifty times as many people who 
are reading. They have been placed in a po- 
sition to read by the “mechanical educa- 
tion,” and while their grandfathers never 
thought of having’ a book in the house, they

Unquestionably eliminates the value of expe- 
rience and of established character as factors in 
attracting deposits.

_.A HARBOR PLAN, 


Where shall Chicago’s new hatbor be 
located? That is a question which many 
are asking. Spme are trying to answer 
it. The water color painting submitted 
by the Furniture Exposition company 
makes a pretty picture. The accompany- 
ing plans and specifications are attractive 
in their outlines of future commercial 
activity in lake and river. The sugges-

THE SANE FOURTH. 


© the charter authorizes the city council 
to “regulate and restrain” the use of 
firéfrackers and fireworks. ‘To restrain 
means “to keep within limits.” It does 
not mean “to prohibit.” So the council 
has not at this time the power to pass a 
measure that would go to the heart of 
the Fourth of July evil. The commis- 
sioner -of health says that the common 
firecracker is dangerous as well as noisy, 
but the council cannot say that.it ehall 
not be used. 

The gen assembly can give the coun- 
cll whatever needful power it now lacks. 
It cen amend the cities and villages act 
so as to authorize municipalities to for- 
bid the sale and use of anything from 
the common firecracker up which they 
may consider a menace to life or limb. 
That legislation ought to be asked for 
when the legisiature meets next January 
by the clubs that are working for a sane 
Fourth of July in Chicago. There should 
be no opposition to a measure which 
would enable every intelligent and hu- 
mane municipality to protect its citizens 
in person and property. The .conflagra- 
tion which once destroyed most of Port- 
land, Me., was started by a small and 
“ barmiess ” firecracker. : 

The council shouki not wait for the 
grant of plenary power, but should pass 
the most restrictive and restraining ordi- 
nance that the law permits. It should 
reguiate as rigidly as possible the use of 
the devices which have made the Fourth 
of July a day of death and danger. It 
ean make the Fourth much less insane 
and bloody than it has been, and it should 
take the necessary action without delay,

DISTRUST, THE PARAMOUNT ISSUE 

The reasons for the prevalent distrust 
of Mr. Bryan founded upon his free sil- 
ver ¢ampaign and his government owner- 
are strengthened by the 
planks of the democratic platform, which 
show most clearly the evidence of Mr.

The 
plan can ‘prove successful only by operat- 
ing as a gigantic bluff that will never be 
called,” 

Mr. Bryan’s discussion of and claims 
for this remedy during the campaign have 
revealed to business men his persistent 
want of knowledge of financial conditions, 
his persistent superficiality, his instinct 
for the easy, showy, plausible formula, 
the eure all. It-has kept alive the fear 
of him. 

The same characteristics are revealed 
even more clearly in the trust plank of 
the democratic platform. The first thing 
to be said of it is that it won’t work; 
and the second is-that if it did work it 
wouki work the paralysis of American 
industry. 

Nothing in Mr. Bryan’s career, not 
even free silver, is more eloquent testi- 
mony than this plank of the dangerous 
irresponsibility of his thinking on eco- 
nomic questions. The proposal to compel 
every manufacturing or trading corpora- 
tion to take out a license when it contro's 
25 per cent of the product it deals im can- 
not sustain the slightest analysis. To 
make such a law effectual would involve 
the maintenance of such a system of gur- 
veillance over business as would stagger 
the people with its cost. No responsible 
public man, especially no man who really 
believes in confining the interference of 
government in private affairs within rea- 
sonable limits, would seriously propose 
such a plan. Equally preposterous is his 
proposal to prohibit any corporation from 
controlling more than 50 per cent “of the 
total amount of any product consumed in 
the United States.” Here, indeed, ie a 
proposal consistent with Mr. Bryan's per- 
petually asserted Jeffersonianism! Here 
is encouragement for the enterprise of the 
individual!

It is odd that Count Rudolph Khevenhuller 


| should as Austrian ambassador at Paris be 


called upon once again to play an important 
réle in the eastern question. For it was his 
sensational interview with President Fal- 
Heres In behalf of Emperor Francis Joseph, 
an@ as the bearer of a personal letter from 
the latter, that first made known to the 
world at large the determination of Austria 
to annex the provinces of Herzegovina and 
Boania. 

Twenty-three yeara ago the count, cele- 
brated for his good looks as “le beau Rudi,” 
was Austrian minister plenipotentiary at 
Belgrade, where he was among the most 
devoted admirers of Queen Natalie, then in 
the full heyday of her remarkable beauty. 
It may be remembered that Servia, enraged 
by the action of Prince Alexander of Bul- 


garia in uniting the Turkish province of 


Eastern Roumelia to his principality, de- 
clared war upon him. Prince Alexander re- 


sponded by marching into Servia at the head . 
‘of a Bulgarian army, inflicting a most igno- 


minious defeat upon Milan and the Servians 
in the battle of Slivnitga and at Pirot.

With the Servian army utterly routed and 
in full flight, the way was open for the vic- 
tors to Belgrade, when suddenly Count Ru- 
dolph Khevenhuller appeared at night in the 
camp of Prince Alexander, and in the name 
of Austria demanded that the Bulgare should 
not only cease their advance, but retire, in- 
timating that the alternative would be a war 
with Austria. Alexander and his army were 
obliged to yield and to withdraw from Ser- 
via, and only too late did they discover that 
Count Khevenhuller had acted in the mat- 
ter on his own responsibility and without in- 
structions from Vienna, yielding, it is said, 
to the irresistible entreaties of Queen Na- 
talie, who realized that the Obrenovitch 
dynasty would not survive a Bulgarian oc- 
cupation of Belgrade and that she would 
lose her crown and her only son the throne 
to which he was destined to succeed. 

That Count Khevenhuiler’s action in the 
matter did not meet with approval at Vienna 
is well known, and he was recalled and 
placed for several years on the retired list. 


He te now an elderly man, in the neighbor- 


hood of 70, though still handsome, and when 
he meets in Parisian society Queen Nataile, 
who has now become enormously fat and 
rather coarse looking, he must wonder some- 
times at his former infatuaiion.

Few people are aware that it is largeiy 
owing to a service which the count rendered 
as a young secretary of embassy to the 
duchess of Galliera at the time of the Franco- 
German war that on her death she be- 
queathed to the emperor of Austria her su- 
perb mansion, which is now the headquar- 
ters of the Austrian mission on the banks of 
the Seine. On the eve of the slege of Paris; 
when Prince Metternich had left the capital 
along with other foreign ambassadors, Count 
Rudolph Khevenhiuller remained in charge 
of the Austrian embassy ae chargé d’ affaires. 

On the dayx before the egress from the 
capital was finally blocked by the German 
besieging army, the duchess of Galliera came 
to see him and begged him to take charge 
of a small box of valuables, on the ground 
that she was afraid to be robbed of them if 
she attempted to carry them out of the city, 
and that they would be equally in danger 
if they remained tn her Parisian mansion; 
in ome: word, that they would be safer in 
his care at the Austrian @mbaesay than any- 
where elge that she could think of. The 
count readily acceded to her wish, and the 
box in question wae brought to him that 
same afternoon by a confidential servant 
of the duchess.

The count for the sake of safety placed it 
underneath his bed, so that in the event of 
anything happening, such as his being forced 
by night to leave the building, in conse- 
quence of its being struck by a German 
shell or fired by the Parisian mob, he might 
have it within his reach. He kept it there 
throughout the entire siege, and the san- 
guinary commune insurrection which re- 
suited in the destruction of 80 much life end 
property in Paris. 

When everything quieted down the count 
restored the case to the duchess, who there- 
upon remarked, “Do you know, my dear 
count, what that case contained?’ and on 
expressing his ignorance he was informed 
that its contents consisted of bonds and 
stocks to the tune of $40,000,000. The count 
always declared that he was grateful to her 
for having kept him [nm ignoramce of the 
yalue of this treasure until he restored it 
to her, as his repose would have been sadly 
disturbed throughout the siege and the com- 
mune if he had felt that he was sleeping on 
a fortune of $40,000,000. 

The @uchess never made much fuss about 
the matter, nor did the count. But when 
‘she died it was found that she had bequeathed 
her superb mansion In the Rue de Varnnes, 
with its vast grounds, to the emperor of 
Austria personally, with a view to ite use 
as his embassy on the banks of the Seine. 
Under the circumstances if is particularly 
fittine that it should now be occupied, as 
imbassador, by this self same Count Ru- 
dolph Khevenhuller, 

It is a palace rather them a house, and 
one of the most majestic of the Faubourg 
St. Germain. It wae designed by the fa- 
mous architect Cartonne for the Marechal 
Montmorency, and wes owned in turn by the 
prince of Monaco, by the duc de Valentinoia, 
by the great Talleyrand, by Princess Ade- 
laide of Orleans, the ngly clever siater 
and politigal adviser of King Louis Philippe, 
and by Gen. Eugene Cavaignac whem presi- 
dent of the republic after the overthrow of 
Louis Philippe.

*° BEEF TRUST AND CATTLE RAISERS. 

Chicago, Oct. 22.— [Batt f The Tribune.] 
—In your issue of Oct. 21 Willis J. Abbot 
closes his article with a comparieon of the 
prices of beefsteak in 1806 and at the present 
time in the following words: 

“ Beefsteak that was 16 cents a pound then 
now costs 24 dents. But the cattle raiser does 
not get the benefit of this increase. The beef 
trust, protected by the republican tariff sys- 
tem; gets it all.” 

According to your issue of Oct. 21, 1896, 
the beef trust was paying for the best cattle 
$4.20 per 100 Ibs. On Oct. 21, 1908, accord- 
ing to your issue of that date (in which Mr. 
Abbot's letter appeared), the beef trust wae 
paying for the best cattle $7.60 per 100 pounds, 
an advance of $3.40 per 100 pounds. Ac- 
cording to your market reports on the two 
dates mentioned the beef trust is paying 
33 1-8 per cent more for the cheaper grades 
of native cows and heifers and 66 2-3 per cent 
more for the better grades, making an aver- 
age imcrease of 50 per cent for. native cows 
and heifers. 

Mr. Abbot says beefsteak hase increased 
from 16 cents a pound then (1896) to 24 cents 
@® pound now, which ts exactly 50 per cent. 
Freight rates have not increased so ag to 
give the railroads their proportion of the 
increased profits, so it necessarily follows 
the cattle raiser is getting more than his 
share.

Nat- 
urally thie added burden, wholly unintended 
by the legislature, overtaxed the limited 
guaranty fund and rendered necessary the 
repeal of the law.

faculties of their auditors. Enthusiasm caches 
lower and lower, and artistic achievements 
become practically ble. 

It is believed thet the directors of Orchestra 
hali‘really do wish to improve the condi- 
tion, and that they intend in due time to do 
so. But their patrons and supporters would 
have that belief decidedly strengthened if 
some measures looking toward correction of 
the terrible shortcoming were taken in 4 
manner more decided and vigorous than has 
yet been in evidence. Promises are reaseur- 
ing, but doing something is far more accept- 
able and satisfying.

The concert yesterday suffered sadiy from 
the terrific closeness of the room. The Brahms 
symphony, which with the Schumann “ Gen- 
oveva ”’ Overture formed the first half of the 
program, received an enthusiastic reception 
which could but rejoice the heart of per- 
former and eyery Brahms lover. The manner 
in which Mr. Stock and his men read the 
work was both brilliant and inspiring, and 
the hall still being comfortable and the air 


breathable, the Hsteners were instantly and — 


heartily responsive. But after the intermis- 

sion the deadly heat and closeness began to 
tell, and the nevelty of the program—Boehe’s 

“Taormina "—and Glazounow’s gorgeous 
“ Kremlin ” fell! upon senses so steeped with 

heaviness that they failed largely of their. 
effect. It was a pity, for they both are Inter- 

esting and both were superbly given, but the 

faculties and perceptions which fit for the 
appreciative hearing of music were smoth- 

ered into inactivity. 

The Brahms symphony was a joy supreme. 
It was the second one—the sunniest and most 
genial of the four. There is over this whole 
work the glow and content of spirit that are 
engendered by a day out of doors in golden 
sunshine. There is just a hint of the au- 
tumnal in the mood—the faint suggestion of 
pensiveness and Greauiness that belong to 
the first approach of summer’s passin 
makes itself felt if the light that shines forth 
from thissymphony, It is net sadness—noth- 
ing so intense or dark as that-—just a deepen- 


.ing and enriching of the enjoyment and con- | 


tent that come with a pleasure that it is 
realized can now be of but short duration. 
This warmth in mood Mr. Stock and his men 
succeeded in catching and translating elo- 
quently to their hearers. 

Never has the opening allegro seemed more 
replete with lyric loveliness and fine upward 
sweep than it did yesterday, never has the 
matchless allegretto been more of an utter- 
ance of glad content and the closing allegro 
more filled with the spirit of joy.

The Boehe *‘ Taormina” was the novelty 
of the afternoon. It had been awaited with 
interest, for it promised much, but the con- 
fession is unavoidable that the hearing 
brought something of disappointment, It is 
a work of extreme length, richly colored, and 
both technically and thematically interesting 
and, as regards its individual parts, effective. 
But it lacks contrast both In mood and color. 
It is all grandios, ail serious. There is noth- 
ing of light or lightness in it. And it must be 
said that even the keenest admiration for the 
matchiess beauty of Taormina did not enable 
me to find anything in the Boehe work which 
suggested the wonderful charm or even the 
picturesque externals of that unique Sicilian 
town. That Taormina may have inspired 
the composer to the musical thoughts which 
he has used, and that its wealth of color may 
have suggested to him certain of the orches- 
tral pigments he hae employed, is possible, 
but he has not given either by superscription 
or written program, nor in the music itse!f, 
any definite explanation why the work should 
bear the title it does. It ie not *‘ Taormina ”’ 
so far as a fairly good acquaintance with 
that city lets it be known, and it must, there- 
fore, be judged purely as a musical composi- 
tion. As such it le technically masterful, 
thematically interesting, but wanting in con- 
trast, and impresses as the utterance of a 
writer. still immature, 

The Glazounow “Kremlin” impreseed 
deeply when heard here last season for the 
first time. It is gorgeous in color and bar- 
baric in mood, and it is written by a man who 
hae every resource of modern orchestration 
absolutely at his fingers’ ends. It wae su- 
perbly played yesterday, and impressed de- 
spite unfavoring conditions. The same pro- 
gram tonight.

STOCKYARD GOSSIP. 


Persistent rumors that hogs had sold up to $6.10 
could not be affirmed. Both buyers and salesmen 
agreed that a prime class of heavy hogs was 
quotable that, high, but there was none such in- 
cluded in the arrivals, and $6.00 was the top price 
paid for the day. Several loads of hogs brought 
this latter figure, .however, and this helped the 
average, which stood only 2c lower than on Thurs- 
day, although several loads of light mixed hogs 
sold at a decline of 10c, and the extreme top was 
10c lower than on the preceding day. 

Armour & Co., the Anglo-American Provision 
company, and G. H. Hammond had hogs from out- 
side pointa, the number billed direct aggregating .- 
close to 4,000. In spite of this Armour & Co. 
operated on the local market on a liberal scale, and 
at. the close their total purchases for the day were 
estimated at 6,500 hogs, or 2,500 more than pur- 
chased by Swift & Co., and compared with droves 
of 2,500 éach for Morris & Co. and Schwarzschild 
& Sulzberger. 

It was reported around the *‘ yards ”’ that pack- 
ing plants would be kept busy killing cattle all day 
Saturday. As a rule packers do little killing on 
the last day of the week, and cattle traders were 
at.a loss to account for this sudden spurt of in- 
dustriousness on. the part of the packers. It has 
been understood for some time that killers’ coolers 
were liberally stocked with beef carcasses, and as 
arrivals this week have not been heavy enough to 
exceed killing capacity, it was thought probable 
the packers’ Saturday activities would be followed 
by a period of imaction next week. the object 
of which would be to force cattle values sharply 
lower if arrivals continued heavy. 

Hogs carried over from Thursday’s market were 
officially counted at 4,182. Late Friday it was esti- 
mated that there would not be more than 3,000 
hogs carried over for Saturday's market. 


ON THE BOARD OF TRADE. 
. Provisions ruled a little easier the greater part 
of the session, although net price changes were 
not marked. Trade as @ whole was quiet and 
devoid of notable feature. The western hog run— 
63,400, or 22,600 in excess of that of the correspond- 
ing day in 1007—promipted scattered holders to 
selling, and there was less snap to the outside In- 
vestment inquiry. Packers did little either way. 
Final quotations showed unchanged to 7c lower 
for pork, 5@10c weaker for lard, and 24@é5c off 
for ribs. Some of the outsiders, who recently 
bought lard, sold on the bearish hog statistics. 
The day’s shipments of meats hence were 2,252,000 
Ibs, against 2,354,000 Ibe a year ago; lard, 1,102,000
